Agnes Scott joins in each year, 
playing host to celebrated 
speakers in his honor, at our 
Martin Luther King Jr. 
Convocation. 

This year, the college welcomes 
journalist, author and playwright 
Pearl Cleage, who will speak at 
the MLK Convocation at 10 a.m. 
Friday, Jan. 19, in Gaines Chapel, 
Presser Hall. 

Cleage has many ties to 
Atlanta. Although born in 
Massachusetts, she moved to 
Atlanta in the late ‘60s and 
earned her degree in drama at 
Spelman College. Cleage later 
was director of communications 
for Atlanta and press secretary 
for the city’s first African- 
American mayor, the late 
Maynard Jackson. She is the 
Cosby Endowed Professor at 
Spelman College. 

Several of her works are based 
in Atlanta, including the best- 
selling 1997 book, What Looks 
Like Crazy on an Ordinary Day. 

Her plays “Flying West” and 
“Blues for an Alabama Sky” have 
been seen on many national 
stages, but were first produced 
here at the Alliance Theatre with 
director Kenny Leon. Her latest 
book, Baby Brother’ s Blues: a 
Novel, was released in February 
2006. 

Previous MLK speakers at 
Agnes Scott include U.S. Rep. 
John Lewis, actor Ossie Davis 
and Atlanta Mayor Shirley 
Franklin. Admission is free, and a 
reception will follow.

aith has been an important 

part of Agnes Scott College 

since its founding. As new 
Julia Thompson Smith Chaplain at 
Agnes Scott, the Rev. Kate 
Colussy-Estes shepherds a com- 
munity that represents a mosaic of 
religions. Presbyterian by faith 
and ordination, she has worked in 
student ministry on two other 
campuses and is excited about the 
diversity of faith at Agnes Scott. 
She wants to learn about all reli- 
gions represented at the college 
and facilitate dialogue among 
them. 

“| think you have to have a 
working understanding of anoth- 
ers tradition. Sometimes that may 
mean asking them, and sometimes 
it means doing a little of my own 
legwork,” she said. 

A native Atlantan, Colussy-Estes 
grew up in Covenant Presbyterian 
Church, and her parents still live 
in the Morningside neighborhood. 
She comes most recently from 
Elon University in North 
Carolina, where she was assistant 
chaplain and director of religious 
life. She has also served as a hospi- 
tal chaplain, including overnights 
in the ER. Colussy-Estes earned 
her undergraduate degree from 
Eckerd College where she 
majored in political science. She 
strongly considered law school for 
her post-graduate destination but 
subsequently decided her calling 
was as a minister and received her 
Master of Divinity degree from 
Louisville Presbyterian Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

Just before arriving in August for 
the start of fall term, her second 
child Price was born, joining 3- 
year-old daughter, Nora. Her hus- 
band, Justin, is a graduate of the

Arriving in August before classes began, new President Elizabeth Kiss 
stepped into a wave of events, social and otherwise.

“One of the distinguishing 
things about Kate among many 
qualified candidates was that she 
saw Campus ministry as her true 
calling. She was seeking a posi- 
tion as chaplain rather than minis- 
ter at a traditional church,” said 
Gué Hudson ‘68, vice president 
for student life and community 
relations and dean of students, 
who chaired the search committee 
composed of faculty, staff and 
student members. 

Colussy-Estes said her biggest 
challenge may be capturing the 
attention of a community con- 
stantly in motion. Students’ time is 
splintered and their pace doesn't 
naturally lead to reflection. 

“They're going 90-to-nothing 
most of the time,” she said. “But 
then so are faculty and staff ... we 
tend to be very fast-paced and on 
the go, and don't always take 
enough time to be centered and 
pay attention to what’ going on 
around us, or even ourselves.” 

The concept of Sabbath is one 
that she discussed when she visit- 
ed the campus as a candidate. 

The stream of information aimed 
at students, academic and other- 
wise, is nearly unceasing. 

“Unless you slow down enough 
to let it settle in, you can't process 
it," Colussy-Estes said. The disci- 
pline required for faith—medita- 
tion and measured thought—has 
an academic parallel. The student

More than 20 artists’ tales are 
represented in the show opening 
Oct. 12. There are visual artists, 
singers, writers and photogra- 
phers. Essays and poems will be 
installed among sketches and 
sculptural installation alongside 
video, music and spoken word ses- 
sions. 

“Blackbird” reflects on the things 
that go into creating a story— 
memory, sounds, what you've 
read, who you know, family and in 
one case, ex-boyfriends. So it's 
appropriate the shows title came 
about over time

the artists and collection, Alembik 
found herself trying to get past a 
working title that she considered 
not focused enough.

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Spanish Professor Examines 
Political Impact on Literature 


Ba named Charles A. Dana professor 
recognizes above-and-beyond teach- 
ing and exceptional scholarship. But it also 
requires real investment in the day-to-day 
lives of students. As of July 1, Rafael 
Ocasio is Charles A. Dana Professor of 
Spanish, an honor conferred by the Board 
of Trustees upon recommendation of the 
college president and the vice president for 
academic affairs. 

A native of Puerto Rico, Ocasio said his 
decision to attend the University of 
Kentucky for graduate study was influ- 
enced by the fact that Professor Daniel 
Reedy was known for his interdisciplinary 
research on Latin American literature. 
Reedy’s generalist approach, with an 
emphasis on the sociopolitical, shaped 
Ocasio'’s doctoral thesis and opened a door 
to literary criticism that Ocasio still finds 
fertile after nearly two decades. Now as a 
professor, Ocasio understands the currency 
that continuing scholarship brings to 
teaching. 

Ocasio's recognition springs from success 
as an engaging lecturer and prolific writer; 
he's been known for both since his 1989 
arrival at Agnes Scott. He's also been con-

sistently visible in the life of the college, 
including participation in creating the 
Spanish House, one of Agnes Scott's first 
“theme” houses, where students experience 
a year-long immersion in varying subjects. 

“Professor Ocasio is a caring and 
demanding teacher and an energetic and 
exacting scholar,” said Dean of the College 
and Vice President for Academic Affairs 
Rosemary Lévy Zumwalt, “Rafa, as he is 
known, has a heart of gold. He is always 
supportive of students and of the college; 
his service takes him to the broader com- 
munity as well.” 

The subject of Ocasio's dissertation was 
the life of Cuban writer and gay activist 
Reinaldo Arenas. When Ocasio began 
research in the late 1980s, Arenas was fair- 
ly well known in Europe but less so here. 
Because of his refusal to hide his homosex- 
uality, Arenas’ work was suppressed in 
Cuba. Eventually he became one of the 
Marielito exiles, as his country considered 
him a “social misfit.” However, Arenas 


posthumous autobiography, Before Night 
Falls, was named one of The New York Times 
best books of 1993. In 2000, the film 
based on the book was acclaimed world- 
wide, including an Oscar nomination. 

Ocasio said he's always been interested in 
writers from groups considered marginal— 
including women, gays and lesbians. He 
says Arenas was the first “out of the closet’ 
Latin American writer. Ocasio's forthcom- 
ing second book on the writer, The Making 
of a Gay Activist: Reinaldo Arenas, will exam- 
ine the more-politicized writings from the 
last decade of Arenas’ life, when he lived 
and died in the United States. Arenas’ 
frank eroticism and his bull-nosed attacks 
on the Castro regime “may have impeded 
his deserved literary acclaim,” Ocasio said. 
While Arenas’ books were considered 
important enough to smuggle out of Cuba 
for translated publication in Europe, he 
died impoverished, receiving public health 
care for AIDS. 

Ocasio considers his study of revolution- 
ary Cuban authors essential to teaching 
upper-level coursework in Latin American 
literature. He has also written Latin American 
Culture, published in 2004. 

“In my 
advanced liter- 
ature courses | 
often stress the 
strong relation- 
ship between 
literature and 
sociopolitical 
activism in 
most Latin 
American 
countries,” he 
said. “These 
~ movements 
have had a pur- 
pose that goes 
beyond the 
Passive experi- 
ence of reading 
a literary text.” 
Daring to go 
beyond social 
mores “often 
led to margin- 
alization, and 
in extreme 
cases, to imprisonment and even death,” 
Ocasio said. 

The Dana professorship was established 
in 1973 with a grant from the Charles A. 
Dana Foundation and matching funds from 
the college. It is designated for a professor 
who embodies Agnes Scott's ideals of high 
academic achievement, dedication to 
teaching and concern for students. 

“It feels good—of course you like to hear 
that your research becomes special by such 
a recognition,” Ocasio said of the award, 
which was a surprise announcement at this 
springs commencement. “But | think it's 
more important that it makes me aware 
that | am one in a long line of faculty that 
basically builds up this place, in a sense. It 
doesn't mean anything unless | see myself 
in that trend, a tradition of scholars work- 
ing in such a small environment.”

Bullock Gift Strengthens 
Agnes Scott's Mission 


Wy Mary Brown Bullock announced her departure after serv- 
ing as president for more than a decade, she wanted to leave a 
meaningful gift to the campus community. The college's Office of 
Development worked with her and trustees to create a successful plan 
that eventually generated more than $100,000 in new or increased gifts 
to the annual fund. 

A special vote by the Agnes Scott College Board of Trustees created 
a one-time provision—if any alumna increased her 2005-2006 annual 
fund giving beyond her previous year's contribution, Mary would be 
allowed to designate uses for the additional amount. 

When that opportunity was extended to faculty and staff, a record 89 
percent responded. The end result was a double victory for the college. 
Annual fund plays a major role in paying the college's obligations every 
year; it is not a windfall fund. So by issuing the challenge, the annual 
fund target was not only met, but substantially exceeded. Thus, the 
Mary was able to fulfill her wish to honor her alma mater and the facul- 
ty, staff and alumnae who helped her achieve a remarkable legacy. 

Some of the causes Mary chose address the college's overall mission; 
others are reminders of her own ideals and interests—such as Asian 
studies and the new Julia Thompson Smith Chapel, anticipated to break 
ground during this academic year. Finally, one designation especially 
recognizes the importance of the transition ahead: some funds will 
address the cost of events planned to introduce her successor, President 
Elizabeth Kiss, to alumnae, the community, the city of Atlanta and the 
nation. 

The following projects and needs were included, per Mary's wishes: 
« Programming related to the opening of the new Julia Thompson 

Smith Chapel 
« Funding to support Asian studies 
= A special student-opportunity fund for the Dean of the College 
« A special student-opportunity fund for the Dean of Students 
= Funding for costs associated with introducing President Kiss to 

Atlanta, the college and alumnae communities 
= Funding to enhance and improve the college's Web presence.

provide a site for regular Christian 
worship which the chaplain coor- 
dinates each Sunday evening in 
temporary locations on campus. 

It will be a Christian chapel wel- 
coming all faiths. It will seat about 
100, and contain a meditation 
room to accommodate 20 people. 


“Meditation is essential to faith 
formation, and having a chapel 
returns us in many ways to the 
heritage of this place,” Colussy- 
Estes said. The meditation room 
will also be used for interfaith dia- 
logue. 

Both it and the chaplaincy are 
named for the late Julia Thompson 
Smith '31, wife of the late Hal 
Smith, who served many years as 
chair of the college's Board of 
Trustees. The Smith family's gen- 
erous gift of $2 million began the 
college's effort to build a new 
chapel. It will replace the former 
Thatcher Chapel in the old stu- 
dent center, demolished and later 
replaced by the Alston Campus 
Center. 

Julia Thompson Smith was a Phi 
Beta Kappa English major and for- 
mer Alumnae Association Board 
member. In all, five Thompson 
women attended Agnes Scott 
including Julia's sister, Anne 
Thompson Rose '38, and three

like a story.” Her revelation 
occurred on the way to “the swim- 
ming hole.” 

"| was singing Roger and 
Hammerstein's ‘Oh What A 
Beautiful Morning,’ over and over 
because | felt there was something 
in there—and suddenly it mor- 
phed into ‘Zip-a-~Dee Doo Dah, 
from ‘The Song of the South.’ Mr. 
Bluebird turned to Mr. Blackbird. 
And it needed to engage the lis- 
tener, as if the title was talking to 
you, hence, ‘Blackbird on your 
shoulder.’ “ 

The most visible work will be 
Lisa Tuttle's “Fence,” based on the 
1906 Atlanta Race Riot. 

The four-foot high installation is 
erected at E. College Ave. and S. 
McDonough St., running 100 feet. 
It resembles a giant film strip and 
evolved out of Tuttle leafing 
through her great aunts old black- 
and-white photographs from a 
century ago. 


“She came to understand the rela- 


tionships between her white fami- 
ly in Bowling Green, Va., and the 
African Americans who held a sig- 
nificant role in their daily lives,” 
Alembik said. Tuttle's ties to Agnes 
Scott include her mother, Louisa 
Brown Beale McGaughey ‘49, and 


aunt Glassell Beale Smalley ‘47. 

“Fence” went up Labor Day 
weekend, in time to coordinate 
with the Atlanta Journal- 
Constitution Decatur Book 
Festival; Tuttle was invited to 
speak on a panel to discuss the 
100th anniversary of the riot. The 
work will be displayed through 
Jan. 27. 

Those passing may not connect 
the “Fence” images with violence. 

“It will evoke feelings of the time 
period, and the South,” Alembik 
said. “It does not need to be bla- 
tant—it is about hope and looking 
forward.” A plaque with W.E.B. 
DuBois’ "A Litany at Atlanta, 
1906,” will be there, also. 

Other titles and works are evoca- 
tive, including E.K. Huckaby’s “] 
Have Filled Six Wells” and Robert 
Sherer's “Sneak-a-Peek Tribe.”

classes will correspond via e-mail 
with the Costa Rican students, 
with corresponding maps of local 
students’ homes and locales. 
Tedrow hopes it will prompt dis- 
cussion among the Teach for 
America students regarding the 
effects of culture and family on lit- 
eracy. 


David Thompson, associate 
professor of theatre, hosted 
Theatre Symposium, an annual 
gathering of 
theatre schol- 
ars from 
across the 
nation and 
several for- 
eign countries 
on the Agnes 
Scott campus 
this spring. 
The event is 
sponsored by the Southeastern 
Theatre Conference, the nation’s 
largest theatre organization. 
Thompson chaired a panel and 
presented his paper “What Price 
Pulitzer?” concerning controversies 
in dramatic criticism. Thompson 
has also been approved to coordi- 
nate a week of plays by Pulitzer 
Prize winner Suzan-Lori Parks. 
The project, 365 Days/365 Plays, 
involves a play for each day of the 
year—selected theatre companies 
each produce a specific week. 
Only seven cities in the United 
States have been selected to par- 
ticipate, so Agnes Scott is part of 
an elite group. 

Sara Shockley Thompson, vis- 
iting instructor in theatre, will 
direct the seven plays included in 
the ASC week of 365 Days / 365 
Plays (see above). Performances 
will be the week of March 19-26, 
2007 on campus. The perfor- 
mances will be coordinated with 
events of the annual Writers 
Festival; the playwright, Suzan- 
Lori Parks, will be a featured 
speaker. 

John Winzenburg, assistant 
professor of music, was in 
Washington, D.C., this June as 
part of the U.S. Student China 
Fulbright Program, 2006-2007, 
Washington Orientation. 
Winzenburg and three other 
Fulbright China alumni from 
2004-05 spent two days giving 
panel presentations and leading 
discussion groups on the topics of 
“Living in China" and “Research & 
Study in China” to more than 50 
2006-07 China Fulbright Fellows 
about to embark on a year's 
research. “The China Fulbright 
group has been significantly 
expanded over the past two years, 
with greater funding from 
Congress due to the higher profile 
being given to China-related 
research,” Winzenburg said. Two 
years ago, he was the only 
Fulbright China researcher doing 
arts-related work. This year, he 
presented to about 15 fellows. 


Art Collection Recalls an Adventurous Life 


s the wife of a veteran U.S. embassy officer, Lou Pate Jones '39 saw rare 
pockets of the world. In the 1940s, J. Jefferson Jones III served in Delhi, India, 
ring the fractious period when the nation was extracting itself from British 
rule. India influenced the Jones’ collection of eastern religious art, largely paintings and 
figures of Hindu gods Vishnu and Shiva, and also Buddha. 


From their collection, Jones made a generous gift to the col- 
lege that included bronzes, tapestries, paintings and carvings, 
which were installed on the fourth floor of McCain Library. 
The collection was unveiled this year on the late Jeff Jones’ 
birthday, March 29. 

During their 30-year marriage, the Joneses went on many 
expeditions, well into the 1990s. During trips to Tibet, 
Indonesia and India they brought back museum-quality pieces. 
About 100 of those bronze, ivory or stone pieces are now dis- 
played in a tall glass case. They range from an inch tall to more 


Jones * than a foot high. Among them is a precise ivory miniature of a 
temple. Another arresting vision is a pair of small, fierce dogs. 
With fangs bared and tongues lolling, they're aided with supernatural wings on their 


forelegs. 


As library visitors enter the fourth floor they see striking paintings of the musical, 
blue-faced god Krishna. Both he and his female attendants are shown exclusively in 
profile, often on the banks of a river. With beads past their waists, the musicians wield 
sitars, tambourines and drums. Peacocks, snakes and cows are common motifs. 

"Those paintings are on silk, done with a brush with only one bristle," Jones said. 

In another golden tapestry, a regal couple races in a canopied chariot pulled by four 
horses. A lion's head is at the mast and gargoyle faces leer from its sides. This is not 


your average couple. 


"Its Rama's consort, being abducted from the evil king of Lanka, like Sri Lanka,” Jones 


explains. 


As with most myths, good prevails—Rama later rescues her and slays the kidnapper 


monarch. 


In the way Titian’s huge epics illustrate Biblical scenes, the paintings go beyond beau- 
ty or great technique—they also preserve important clues as to culture and religion. 

Learning to go below the surfaces of things and places is something Jones values; she 
hopes her and her husband's collection will inspire that in present students. 

Jones was independent before she married. A math major, she volunteered as a Navy 
WAVE in World War II. At 25, she went to Chicago to sign up for service. The Navy 
sent her to the Bureau of Ordnance in Washington, D.C. where she researched new 


explosives and missiles. 


"| feel as if Jeff opened up the whole world for me, certainly physically but also in 
understanding other cultures,” she said. “We always learned a bit of the language before 
we went to many countries." She says she regrets they didn’t learn Mongolian, “but we 


did study Mandarin for two years before our first trip to China.” 


So she especially endorses Agnes Scott's emphasis for students to travel to developing 
places like Africa and China's vast interior. 

"| like that motto—'The world for women,” Jones said. She says the more one travels, 
the harder it is to pick a favorite destination. 

“This whole world is a fascinating place."

“In many

Laird, a Shreveport native. “At 
the Hayride, it came from inter- 
action primarily among whites 
and African Americans 
“In Austin the sounds of black, 
Hispanic, Cajun, German and 
other musical influences were 
rolled into the mix," she added 
The Hayride helped launch 
Elvis Presley's and Hank 
Williams’ careers, but went on to 
spark success for other perform- 
ers, including Jim Reeves, Webb 


Pierce, Kitty Wells, Johnny Cash 
and Slim Whitman. 

Willie Nelson and other “out- 
law” musicians who left Nashville 
in the 1970s found Austin, and 
Nelson's performance on the 
pilot episode of ACL sealed the 
show's association with the era's 
progressive country movement. 
Once the show was launched in 
1976, early acts offered a rich 
cultural mix, including Asleep at 
the Wheel, western swing heirs 
to Bob Wills’ Original Texas 
Playboys, folkie-turned-Austin- 
fixture Jerry Jeff Walker, poetic 
songwriter Townes Van Zandt 
boogie extroverts Doug Sahm 
and Marcia Ball, zydeco legend 
Clifton Chenier and Flaco 
Jimenez who spiced the music 
conjunto style. 

The Gladden Award is given 
every year to one member of the 
Agnes Scott faculty whose schol- 
arly activities are especially note- 
worthy. Agnes Scott Board of 
Trustees Chair Joseph Gladden 
served during a 10-year period of 
unprecedented growth at the col- 
lege before stepping down in 
2002. 

Award recipients give a public 
lecture to the ASC community 
on a topic related to his or her 
scholarly work.

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New Administration Follows Strong Leadership 
Board Elects Kiss President 


he 2005-2006 academic year was a watershed 

for Agnes Scott in that Mary Brown Bullock 

‘66 announced plans to step down. after-cam 
pleting 11 years of service. 

That was in October 2005, which gave the board 
time to launch a nationwide search for a successor. 
In May, the board announced Elizabeth Kiss as its 
choice for the college's eighth president since 1889. 
A Rhodes Scholar who earned her bachelor's degree 
at Davidson, she earned two more degrees in philos- 
ophy at Oxford University, including her doctorate 
in 1990. 

Kiss joins a strong Board of Trustees that pushed 
in recent years to sharpen the college's academic 
emphasis and drastically improve facilities. During 
the same period, alumnae giving also increased sub- 
stantially to help support those goals. 

A milestone this year was the Clare Booth Luce 
Foundation's award of more than $500,000 to pro- 
vide five years of support for a female, tenure-track 
science professor. The college was one of two insti- 
tutions to receive the award from the field of more 
than 40 colleges and universities considered. 

Also, the college instituted a Master of Arts in 
Teaching degree in the fields of biology, chemistry, 
mathematics and physics. 

And for the fourth summer in a row, Agnes 
Scott's campus was host for a summer science camp 
designed to encourage middle-school girls in the 
pursuit of science, during the key years when 
research shows many girls lose interest or yield to 
boys in the classroom. 

All are signs of a vigorous institution that knows 
its mission,

The consortium, which includes 
Converse College, Wofford College and the 
University of North Carolina-Asheville, will devel- 
op and implement a three-year project to measure 
student learning outcomes—critical thinking and 
writing skills, creativity, collaborative abilities and 
ethical judgment.

The annual economic impact of Agnes ber of colleges in the metropolitan 
Scott on the Georgia economy is $116.2 
million, according to a study by the 


Atlanta Regional Council for Higher 


Education. 


That includes an estimated $63.6 mil- 
lion from annual spending and $31.1 mil- 
lion from in-state, direct annual spending 
by the institution, its employees, students 
and campus visitors. This also includes 
$32.5 million in indirect/induced spend- 
ing in other sectors of the economy. As a 
result of the college's presence, 728 jobs 
are created in Georgia. This figure 
includes 344 employees of Agnes Scott 
and 384 jobs created in other sectors of 


the economy. 


The total impact of the college on the 
Georgia economy from average annual 
campus capital improvement spending is 
estimated at $52.6 million, with 247 jobs 
created as a result of this economic 


activity. 


But the college's impact extends 
beyond campus; the almost 4,000 Agnes 
Scott alumnae living in Georgia earn an 
estimated $143.9 million annually, gener- 
ating a total of $13.7 million in tax rev- 
enues paid to state and local governments 


in Georgia each year.

many life-long friendships. 

“The time and thoughtfulness 
needed to make these selections 
with such uncanny ability reflects 
wisdom, flexibility and a fresh 
eye in understanding new stu- 
dents,” wrote Louise Hill Reaves 
"54. 

Merrick, associate dean when 
she retired, set the standard for 
those who followed her, said 
Dean of Students and Vice 
President for Student Life and 
Community Relations Gué 
Hudson ‘68. 

“She supported students in their 
planning and coordination of

events but kept a keen eye on 
what Agnes Scott needed also,” 
Hudson said. “She always set the 
highest standards for students 
and was a gentle and kind tutor 
when they fell short.” Also, 
Merrick's recall of events and per- 
sonalities is an invaluable asset, 
Hudson said. 

"Mollie's memory and personal 
archives have helped maintain 
the history of the college,” she 
said. 

A Florida native, Merrick was a 
model student herself, active in 
Bible organizations and chosen 
for Mortar Board. And perhaps 
her present enthusiasm for the- 
ater was born here. Merrick 
enthusiastically observed the on- 
campus filming of the 1955 film, 
“A Man Called Peter.” In recent 
years, a trek with friends to the 
Alabama Shakespeare Festival is 
an annual adventure; it's not 
unusual for them to enjoy two 
plays a day. 

Upon Merrick’s retirement in 
1999, the college gave her a 
grand send-off during Alumnae 
Weekend, titled “A Celebration 
of Mollie.” 

That celebration was especially 
sweet as Merrick had undergone 
aggressive treatment for breast 
cancer the year before, which 
included surgery, stem cell bone 
marrow transplants and radiation. 

Instead of complaining about 
the draconian measures, Merrick 
typically saw the bright side. 

“| have only praise for the doc- 


tors, nurses and technicians,” she 
said. After completing the trans- 
plant, “I felt like | was leaving 
family.” She also praised her 
Agnes Scott family, which helped 
her recuperate at home less than 
a mile from campus. 

“| have become spoiled by the 
attention but appreciate all the 
kindnesses more than words can 
express. It has been a most hum- 
bling experience,” she said. 

Merrick always felt at home at 
Agnes Scott. She returned to 
work for her alma mater less than 
two years after graduation, on 
the recommendation of then 
President Wallace Alston. 
Merrick later earned her master's 
degree from Teacher's College, 
Columbia University in 1965. 

Once news of her nomination 
(by Cheryl Granade Sullivan '70) 
spread, a slew of nominations 
arrived from students, staff and 
faculty—including high praise 
from her long-time neighbor and 
former dean of the college, Julia 
Gary. 

“I do not know of an alumna 
who has served the college more 
generously and unselfishly than 
has Mollie Merrick,” Gary said. 

Another testament to her con- 
tributions to the college is the 
award given each year at 
Alumnae Weekend: the young 
alumnae class that has the high- 
est percentage of annual fund 
participation receives the Mollie 
Merrick Trophy. 

And while formally honored as 


associate dean of students emeri- 
ta upon her retirement, Merrick 
received another honor in 2000 
when the central cafe in the 
heart of Alston Campus Center 
was christened “Mollie's Grill.” 
She'll see you there.

carved in stone behind the audience, on the wall every stu- 
dent passes leaving the reading room—'The truth shall set 
you free.” However, the college also recognizes the truth 
that dwells in the secular realms of literature, psychology, 


poetry and science, Bullock said. 


Alongside its Presbyterian roots, Agnes Scott has a long 
history of tolerance. The former Thatcher Chapel, housed 
in a now demolished campus building, also faced east, 
Bullock recalled, providing a sacred space for Muslim stu- 


dents’ prayers. 


That respect for all spirituality is reflected in the declara- 
tion that while a Christian chapel, the new space will be 


welcoming to people of all faiths. 


On one level, having a dedicated sacred space on campus, 


given by the class of 1952 in honor of Wallace M. Alston, 


including: 


“honors the faith that animated our founding," Kiss said. “It 


convenes us as a community in an important way ... 
in times of great sorrow or great joy, it is natural for 


us to gather in sacred spaces,” she said. 


As a catalyst for conversations about faith and spir- 
it, the chapel will “push us to ask the deepest ques- 
tions,” she said. Using an example from her own 


teaching, Kiss argued that “questions of faith, pur- 
sued in a spirit of open inquiry, enable us to think 
more deeply—especially about what it means to 
lead an honorable life.” 

The chapel's contemporary gothic style was 
designed by Maurice Jennings + David McKee 
Architects of Fayetteville, Ark. The firm continues 
the work of the late Fay Jones, a renowned archi- 
tect who apprenticed with Frank Lloyd Wright and 


designed the internationally-known Thorncrown 


Chapel in Arkansas. 


While known for their design of religious struc- 
tures, this will be their first to use brick as a domi- 
nant feature, to harmonize with the historic col-

Awards: Recognizing Generations of Remarkable Women 
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have selected her as one of two 
2007 Outstanding Young Alumnae 
of the Year recipients, along with 
singer/songwriter Jennifer Nettles 
'97. (See story, page 4.) 

After graduating with honor in 
biology from Agnes Scott, Hillyer 
received her M.D. in 1994 from 
Emory University School of 
Medicine. She completed her 
medical internship in obstetrics 
and gynecology at Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medical 
Center in Chicago and later served 
as chief resident in Pathology at 
Emory University. 

Currently chief medical officer of 
the American Red Cross Blood 
Services, Southern Region, Hillyer 
is also an assistant professor of 
Pathology at Emory. She is a mem- 
ber of the medical staff of Grady 
Memorial, Emory University, 
Crawford W. Long, and the 
Children's Healthcare of Atlanta 
hospitals. 

A former Honor Court president 
and a member of Phi Beta Kappa 
and Mortar Board, her zeal for 
academia and research remains 
strong. She has co-edited text- 
books and written numerous book 
chapters and many peer-reviewed 
journal articles. In 2003, she co- 
authored a landmark article in the 
New England Journal of Medicine that 
proved that West Nile virus could 
be transmitted from person-to-per- 
son via blood transfusion. As a 
result, all blood donations in the 
United States are now tested for 
West Nile virus. In 2003 Hillyer 
received the “Partners in Public 
Health” award from the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention for her role in the dis- 
covery of West Nile virus transfu- 
sion transmission. 

In 2005, she became a co-investi- 
gator on a $12 million grant fund- 
ed by the President's Emergency 
Plan for AIDS Relief (PEPFAR) in 
Africa and South America. 
Partnering with the American Red 
Cross, Emory University and the 
American Association of Blood 
Banks, Hillyer has trained physi- 
cians from around the world to 
improve blood safety in Kenya, 
South Africa, Mozambique and 
Guyana. 

"The goal is to assist these coun- 
tries in improving their blood pro- 
grams, in order to significantly 
decrease HIV transmission via 
blood transfusion,” Hillyer said. In 
some African countries, a substan- 


tial percentage of blood donors are 
HIV-positive. “Often, these coun- 
tries do not have the resources to 
test their donated blood for HIV, 
and sadly, the most common blood 
recipient in Africa is a 2-year-old- 
child (due to the high prevalence 
of malaria in Africa).” 

Hillyer is also nationally respect- 
ed for her work in the transfusion 
of safe and appropriately selected 
blood to children with sickle cell 
disease. At the American Red 
Cross in Atlanta, she directs a pro- 
gram called “Partners for Life,” that 
provides the safest blood possible 
for both adult and pediatric sickle 
cell patients. This patient popula- 
tion includes some of Georgia's 
most underserved citizens. 

Hillyer, however, says she's just 
begun. Because of the required 
years spent in medical school and 
residency, physicians don't really 
start their careers until after 30 
years of age. 

“| love what | do,” Hillyer said. “I 
believe | am on a career path that 
hopefully will allow me to have a 
positive influence in the lives of 
many people—my family, my 
friends, my patients, and my global 
family—for years to come.”

Aiding more than one 
generation 
ING London '97 has dedicat- 


ed more than six years to 
saving a generation of Atlanta's 
urban children, one mother at a 
time. That drive resulted in her 
selection as this years recipient of 
the Alumnae Association's "Service 
to the Community” award. 
Through her highly successfully 
Welfare-to-Work program, 
London has 
helped more 
than 400 of 
the city’s for- 
mer welfare 
mothers from 
low-paying 
jobs at fast- 
food chains 
and ware- 
houses, to 
more-skilled 
and better-paying positions at busi- 
nesses such as Citizens Trust Bank 
and Bank of America. Earning bet- 
ter incomes in environments where 
they can learn and advance, these 
mothers provide not only a 
brighter future for their families, 
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London 


but also instill the importance of 
meaningful work in their children. 

Bette O'Connell, a former stu- 
dent of London was a homeless 
single mother with a growing 
daughter. London helped them 
move into an extended-stay 
hotel—often paying their weekly 
rent. Eventually O'Connell com- 
pleted Welfare-to-Work which led 
to a job at Grady Memorial 
Hospital. London aided the family 
further by helping raise funds to 
send O'Connell's daughter to West 
Point Academy. 

"My efforts through Welfare-to- 
Work have really been about sav- 
ing a generation of young people,” 
London said. “If | could help 
impoverished mothers break free 
from the welfare system and learn 
to help themselves, I knew their 
children would directly benefit 
from their mothers’ achievements.” 

London's program (often com- 
pared to boot camp by its gradu- 
ates) taught welfare mothers the 
skills to go after better jobs—how 
to use a computer, what to wear to 
job interviews and, most impor- 
tantly, build self-confidence. 

Although always inclined to 
help others, London began to seri- 
ously consider how to work for 
real change during her time at 
Agnes Scott. 

“Agnes Scott really woke me up 
to all of the ills of the community 
through the research and projects | 
did for my classes," London said. 
“My research on the welfare sys- 
tem and teenage pregnancy, in par- 
ticular, really affected me.” 

“Dr. [Brenda] Hoke was my 
mentor. She really inspired me to 
reach out to the community,” 
London said. “She was a role 
model whose work helping welfare 
mothers obtain cars really motivat- 
ed me to see if | could help out, 
too.” 

While the Welfare Reform Act 
of 1996 was hailed as a success in 
getting the able-bodied off the 
dole and back to work, London 
found it a call to action. In an 
effort to churn Americans out of 
the welfare system, London 
believes the legislation unfairly 
forces young mothers into the 
workforce with little or no job 
skills. 

“| really became outraged by the 
consequences of the Welfare 
Reform Act and became deter- 
mined to help offset the negative 
effects it would cause for young 
mothers,” she said. 

However, the misery caused by 


the 2005 hurricane season led her 
to start a new project. London 
organized Project First Step 
Outreach, Inc., a nonprofit 
designed to provide among other 
things, support services and home- 
ownership opportunities. Under 
its “Adopt-A-Family” program the 
organization helps displaced fami- 
lies devastated by hurricanes 
Katrina, Rita and Wilma to obtain 
short-term and long-term support- 
ive services and housing. London 
organized support for these fami- 
lies, which is provided by commu- 
nity partners including local 
churches. The program has 
expanded beyond Atlanta to orga- 
nize relief efforts for these dis- 
placed families throughout 
Georgia and into Alabama. 

“You've really got to have a pas- 
sion to do this kind of work; you 
have to be willing to do it for 
free—to have a heart for other 
people,” she said.

Real Rocket Science 
\X Thile they may not know 
her name, there are a lot of 
fighter pilots grateful that Mary 
Pensworth Reagor '67 became a 
mathematician. 

She invented 
a software pro- 
gram that 
compresses 
highly com- 
plex program- 
ming into a 
processor 
light enough 
for installa- 
tion on 
fighter aircraft. The practical result 
allows the pilot to have one less 
crucial worry—about crashing, 
especially under fire or stress. 

Using a technique called “fuzzy 
logic” her method informs the 
pilot to “pull up” when entering 
the danger zone. It’s not exaggera- 
tion to say the discovery saves 
lives (and millions of dollars, since 
even if the pilot bails safely, a 
destroyed plane is expensive). 

However, the application isn't 
limited to aeronautics—its ability 
to predict outcome has been used 
in subjects as far-ranging as breast 
cancer research. 

Reagor will be recognized this 
spring as Outstanding Alumna for 
Distinguished Career. 

After graduating from Agnes 
Scott, the Oak Ridge, Tenn., 


native earned her master's and 
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Reagor 


doctorate at the University of 
Texas and Texas Christian 
University, respectively. That led 
to a productive career with nearby 
aerospace giant, Lockheed Martin 
(formerly General Dynamics). 
Reagor began creating mathemati- 
cal models and programs in the 
days when computers ran on 
punch cards, not silicon chips. 

Reagor sees beyond the ordinary 
perception of mathematics as dry 
numbers shuffling into their 
appropriate places as “right 
answers.” Taken far enough, num- 
bers and their outcomes can 
explain a lot about the universe 
and most of its creatures. Also, she 
relishes the challenge of breaking 
ground in a discipline that was the 
choice of some of history's great- 
est minds. 

“It's only impossible until it's not," 
is one of her favorite sayings. So 
in spite of her natural grounded 
demeanor and tendency to credit 
teams instead of herself, Reagor'’s 
work eventually thrust her into the 
spotlight. 

The application, named the 
Reagor-Lynn method, was recog- 
nized by Lockheed Martin with a 
1997 NOVA award, given by the 
company’s chairman of the board 
at a ceremony held at the 
Smithsonian Air and Space 
Museum. At the time, the concept 
was hailed as “a major technology 
breakthrough ... with virtually 
unlimited military and commercial 
potential applications.” 

In 2002, Reagor was named one 
of 33 Lockheed-Martin Technical 
Fellows, the company’s effort to 
establish a “brain trust” of its most 
gifted employees who could men- 
tor and pass on their knowledge 
before retiring. She was the only 
woman so honored. In 2005, 
Women in Aerospace awarded her 
its Outstanding Achievement 
Award for Technical Excellence. 

She and husband, Fred met at 
Georgia Tech and have two 
daughters, Mary Kathryn and 
Ericka. Both Mary and Fred still 
enjoy tutoring high school and 
college students. In addition to her 
commercial work, Reagor also 
taught college math for eight 
years. Reagor has been an invited 
speaker at Agnes Scott on several 
topics, most prominently, the need 
to encourage more women to pur- 
sue careers in math and science.

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Nettles Wins Grammy This Year 
bs Jennifer Nettles '97 and Olivia Roller '97 
were matched as first-year roommates, they 
worked out a deal early on: if Nettles would sing, 
Roller would type her papers. 

It worked out well for both. Nettles is now a 
Grammy-winning performer, known for getting fel- 
low Scotties backstage passes when they flash their 
signature class ring. She received a Grammy Award 
this year for her duet “Who Says You Can't Go 
Home,” with rock singer Jon Bon Jovi. Her band 
Sugarland was nominated in 2006 in six categories at 
the Country Music Awards, winning “Top New Duo 
or Vocal Group." In 2005, Sugarland was voted 
“Favorite New Artist” at the American Music Awards. 

Adding to her list of achievements, Agnes Scott will 
name Nettles Outstanding Young Alumna for 2007, 
an award she will share with Dr. Krista Hillyer ‘88.

While at Agnes Scott, Nettles formed Soul Miner's 
Daughter with guitarist Cory Jones. The buzz from 
that collaboration started a following in the 
Southeast, and they were favorites down the street at 
Eddie's Attic and the 40-Watt Club in Athens.

One of the key premises of Laschever's book is that women cheat 
themselves by failing to stand up and do the necessary back-and-forth 
with their employers to ensure a fair salary. According to the book, 
studies show that by not negotiating a first salary, an individual stands 
to lose more than $500,000 by age 60. Considering that men are four 
times more likely to negotiate their first salary, the gender gap in pay 
could be a sign that women need to speak up more when it comes to 


their wages.

We are proud to announce Mende Nazer, 
co-author of the book Slave, will join the Inaugural 
Symposium, “Stand Up, Speak Up: Empowered 
Women Empowering Others.” (2-4 p.m., Friday, 
April 20, Dana Fine Arts Building, Winter Theatre) 

Born into the Karko tribe of Sudan, Nazer's book 
details how she and 31 other children were cap- 
tured in 1994 during an Arab raid on her village. 
Taken to Khartoum, Nazer was sold to a wealthy 
Arab family as a domestic slave. 

According to a Washington Post review: 

“For the next seven years, Nazer says, she grew up 
in some of the most horrible circumstances imagin- 
able. She slept in a shed, was fed the family left- 
overs, was worked to the bone, and verbally, sexu- 
ally and physically abused on a regular basis.

What's worse, she lived in almost complete isola- 
tion. The near complete denial of human affection 
to which she was subjected is perhaps the most 
tragic aspect of her story.” 

In 2000, Nazer was sent to work for a Sudanese 
diplomat'’s family in London; she escaped with the 
help of other Sudanese. Eventually she was granted 
asylum after great controversy that challenged the 
authenticity of her story. 

Human rights organizations estimate that more 
than 14,000 men, women and children were 
abducted and forced into slavery in Sudan between 
1986 and 2002. 

In January, British Prime Minister Tony Blair 
announced the United Kingdom would sign the 
Council of Europe Convention on Action Against 
Trafficking in Human Beings. 

Nazer's story is a reminder that being an abolition- 
ist isn't confined to the Civil War era. Please join us.

“He was the father of a fat, bossy, black- 
haired 2- year-old (me) and his life became 
something else, something he never imagined 
or wanted,” Sarwari said. “And here | am, back 
in Kabul, at the age that he left.”

“I remember shyly telling a 
cousin, ‘I want to be a lawyer and go back to 
Afghanistan to fix it.’ | was 11. Some wrong 
turns here and there, but I'm back to the goals 
of an 11-year-old, which is a good thing,” she 
said. 

Agnes Scott played an important part in 
Sarwaris path back to Kabul. As a senior, she 
participated in The Atlanta Semester: Women, 
Leadership and Social Change. During this 
program, she interned at the International 
Rescue Committee and developed a summer 
employment program for refugee youth. The 
organization admired what she accomplished 
and offered her a full-time position as a job 
developer. She started work the Monday fol- 
lowing graduation and stayed about a year. 

Over time, Sarwari saw her passion was 
working with refugees. Then she realized 
many of them needed legal help she was not 

equipped to offer. She was working on plans 
to take a year off before law school to work at 
an Afghan refugee camp in Pakistan. Then 
Sept. 11 occurred. Although it would be more 
difficult given war and terrorism, her desire to 
help the Afghan people was still strong. 

Sarwaris Uncle Abdullah Osman researched 
and told her if she would work for free, he 
could get her a job teaching English to 
orphaned youth. While at ASC, she and Leah 
Thompson ‘00 taught English as a Second 
Language to Kurdish women, so she felt she 
could help. Through a program called the 
Return of Qualified Afghans (RQA), she 


received a plane ticket to Afghanistan and a 


$50 monthly stipend. From January to July 
2003 she taught English and fell in love with 
the country. She said, “I left when I was 2 and 
didn't remember much of Afghanistan. It was 
hard, cold and I was frightened sometimes, but 
it was exhilarating at the same time. | didn't 
want to go back to the U.S. but my Uncle 
Habib, a lawyer himself, told me to get my 
degree and come back.” 

While in law school Sarwari was encouraged 
and aided in her desire to work in Afghanistan. 
In her third year of law school, she applied to 
become legal advisor at the ministry of finance 
in the Afghan government. She had a brief trip 
to Afghanistan to intern in President Hamid 
Karzai's office. On this trip, she interviewed

offered the job. 

Sarwari graduated from law school in May

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Brooklyn Is Not Just a Borough 
26 Miles Through the Heart of New York 


For anyone, finishing the New York City 
marathon is an achievement. For Jill Siegel ‘89 
though, it represents a victory over a disease that 
nearly killed her. 

Siegel finished the November marathon in about 
six and a half hours, less than two years after 
preeclampsia’s rapid onset resulted in the emergency 
Caesarian delivery of her first child, Brooklyn— 
which was followed by stroke, coma and 98 days in 
the hospital. Afterward, she needed another three 
months of full-time, five-days-a-week rehabilitation 
to help her regain the ability to walk and talk. 

Siegal says her experience illustrates the general 
lack of knowledge about preeclampsia. She trained 
and ran the marathon not only to raise money, but 
also awareness for the syndrome that kills nearly 
76,000 women annually. The disease affects only 
pregnant or postpartum women and their children; 
it occurs in an estimated 5 percent of all pregnan- 
cies. As the “cure” for the mother is often to deliver 
the child, many of those infants die as a result of 
premature delivery. 

In Siegel's case, her obstetrician noticed irregulari- 
ties in a routine urine test and ordered hospitaliza- 
tion as a precaution. Although under a doctor's 
observation in an excellent facility, preeclampsia 
and HELLP syndrome (Hemolysis, Elevated Liver 
enzymes, and Low Platelet count) shut down her 
organs and her mind—Siegel remembers nothing 
about Brooklyn's delivery. What should have been a 
joyous arrival of friends and family to greet her 
daughter turned into nearly a deathwatch. Her neu-

rologist later told her she was “the sickest person to 
leave this hospital alive.” 

Obviously, Siegel made it and by the end of her 
run raised more than $12,000 for the Preeclampsia 
Foundation, a cause she has become fervent about. 

Siegel has returned to work as a consultant, but 
anticipates running another half-marathon soon to 
continue fundraising. A former Scottie tennis team 
member, she says she was a casual runner before her 
experience—she jogged mostly to control her 
weight and to pick up her tennis game. In covering 
this years New York City marathon, editors at 
Runners World found Siegel's story outstanding 
enough to include it in a “survivors” story. 

The rest of Siegel's story and 21-month slog to 
recover her life and make it to the finish line is 
remarkable. The Web site she and her husband cre- 
ated is touching and well-informed. See:

friends and faculty from the 
Agnes Scott community during 
the college's 118th commence- 
ment ceremony. 

"As you move on, you move 
away from the hopeful structure 
that schools like Agnes Scott pro- 
vide," Tatum said. "I would like to 
suggest that you need to maintain 
the discipline of hope. I use the 
word ‘discipline’ intentionally. 

"Like regular exercise is a disci- 
pline, so is the maintenance of 


hope. The more you do it, the 
easier it gets—like establishing a 
regular pattern of exercise, it 
requires a certain amount of 
willpower,” she added. 

Agnes Scott President 
Elizabeth Kiss exemplified her 
own brand of discipline presiding 
over her initial commencement 
for the college at the conclusion 
of her inaugural year. Kiss noted 
that she first met Tatum during a 
visit to Mount Holyoke when it 
was announced Tatum would 
leave the venerable New England 
women's college for the presiden- 
cy at Spelman. 

The college also conferred an 
honorary doctor of laws degree to 
Bertha “B” Merrill Holt, a 1938 
Agnes Scott graduate, and an 
honorary doctor of science 
degree to Tatum. 

Holt was one of the first 
women to serve in the North 
Carolina House of 
Representatives. First appointed 
in 1975 to fill an unexpired term, 
she continued to serve 
Burlington/Alamance County, 
N.C. until 1994. Holt earned her 
bachelor's degree in 1938 from 
Agnes Scott, studied law at the 
University of North Carolina and 
earned her L.L.B. degree from the

hat do an English professor, 

a veteran legislator, former 
slave, reproductive rights activist 
and an environmental researcher 
have in common? For about two 
hours on April 20, a lot. 

Five women from intentionally dis- 
parate fields were asked to join 
President Elizabeth Kiss and moder- 
ator Professor Elizabeth Hackett for 
an inaugural symposium titled, 
"Stand Up, Speak Up: Empowered 
Women Empowering Others.” 

They were: 

= Patricia M. “Trish” Anderson 
‘98, program coordinator for 
the Centennial Project for Safe 
Water in Kenya 

= Bertha “B” Holt '38, an eight-term former house 
representative from North Carolina 

= Mende Nazer, co-author of the book, Slave 

= Deepika Bahri, associate professor and director 
of Asian Studies at Emory University 

=» Loretta J. Ross '07, founder and the National 
Coordinator of SisterSong Women of Color 
Reproductive Health Collective 

The panelists covered topics from sex workers in Asia 
to providing clean drinking water in Africa to the stag- 
nation of American discourse. While no problems 
were solved in 120 minutes, “Come let us reason 
together,” is the best first step, Holt said, quoting the 
book of Isaiah.

A common theme was while women continue to 
receive messages that their opinions, votes and work 
are less valuable, they are inherent problem solvers, 
especially on issues that affect their families. 
Therefore, having more women in positions of power 
can solve problems on a larger scale. 

Women in dire circumstances can devise incredible 
ways around a problem, Bahri said—she's seen it while 
working among HIV-AIDS afflicted women in India. 

"Solution-based minds produce solutions in what 
seems like a hopeless situation. 

“It's a way out of a world that has been cynically 
imagined for us,” Bahri said. 

After watching her mother scrub floors for a living, 
Ross determined at age 4 “that | was going to make 
my living with my brains.” 

In the ‘60s, Ross became pregnant while in high 
school. At the time, it was typical to be expelled and 
few mothers came back after giving birth. Her parents 
sued the school system to allow her to return. It was a 
powertul illustration “that it was possible to take on a 
very powerful institution and win,” Ross said. 

For several decades, women focused on attaining 
political office, Holt said. 

Now, the power of business in America may have 
superceded the government, Holt said. Therefore, she 
feels women “need to aim for getting on the board.” 

Holt said post 9/11 arguments for isolationism 
encourage xenophobia. Study abroad and reciprocal 
international student programs are something to be 
encouraged. 

“You break down barriers by knowing people on a 
person-to-person basis,” she said. And having military 
and diplomatic personnel who are fluent and informed 
on other languages and cultures is crucial, especially 
during war. “There's not enough translators and it's get- 
ting people killed,” she said.

Agnes Scott Mourns Virginia Tech Tragedy 


Ithough the shootings at Virginia Tech on April 16 
were 400 miles away, shock and grief arrived quick- 
ly on the Agnes Scott campus. 

Thirty-two people were killed at the Blacksburg, Va., 
university. Most were students, murdered by classmate 
Seung-Hui Cho, who later killed himself. 

At Agnes Scott, a convocation of remembrance and a 
Sunday candlelight memorial vigil were held. Students 
sent their sympathy and solidarity to Virginia via a huge 


was signed by nearly 500 students, faculty and staff. 


“By the time the card was sent, | don't think | could have 
found a space for one more signature,” said Kimberly 


Watt ‘09, who made the card, rounded up signatures and 


organized the vigil. “That was a great feeling, knowing 
that we had completely filled up this card with messages 
of hope and support.” The front of the card featured 33 
stars, one each for those murdered and the gunman. 

As a community, the college grieved. However, at least

I took great comfort in the knowledge 
that Agnes Scott is growing and won't 
have to face this kind of a crisis anytime 
soon, and I hope never. 

As an educator and parent of an only 
child, her education has been my great- 
est interest and concern during her for- 
mative years. | can remember vividly 
the end-of-year conference with her 
preschool teacher, Marje Rahn of 
Aldersgate Methodist Church's 
preschool program. Mrs. Rahn began 
the conference explaining to me all of 
the skills that Rachel had mastered— 
color identification, letter identification,

more than Rachel L'Heureux and no 
one who likes looking at herself in the 
mirror more than Rachel L'Heureux." 

I started crying. This woman knew 
my child like | did. She clearly sat 
watching her grow and observing her 
passions. | cried because | felt reassured 
that she was in the hands of another 
adult who viewed her as a complete 
person. But | also cried because I was 
saddened by the knowledge that this 
kind of total commitment to helping 
young people grow is a rare commodity 
in our educational system. I was skepti- 
cal that she would continue to be 
afforded that kind of insight from her 
teachers. 

Agnes Scott College provides me 
with the same sort of comfort in that 
you seem to know my child and what 
makes her respond eagerly to learning 
and life. You may or may not realize 
that ASC was not her first choice. Your 
generous scholarship offer was the 
deciding factor in her attendance. She 
accepted it reluctantly and was deter- 
mined to transfer to another school

And like most campuses, Agnes Scott re-examined its 
own ability to deal with catastrophe.

In June, the college hosted a previously 
planned flu pandemic preparedness conference for all 
Atlanta-area colleges and universities. 

For someone raised in a culture of electronic hyper-com- 
munication—e-mail, cell-phones, blogs, Facebook and 
television—W/atts said it was a reminder of the impor- 
tance of real empathy. 

“It isn't just up to the administration to make a campus 
community welcoming and all-accepting,” she said. "So 
often we get caught up in our own lives, in tests and 
grades and projects and everything else—we tend to for- 
get about those around us,” she said. “But by taking a few 
minutes to reach out to others we can hopefully begin to 
prevent other such outbursts of loneliness and hate.”

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The President’s Corner 
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Community Strengthens Us 


What creates and sustains a community? This spring 
Agnes Scott has been blessed with several occasions 
where students, faculty, staff and alumnae gathered 
with a sense of shared purpose and belonging. Some 
were joyful and some were solemn, while others 
evoked richly mixed emotions. But all revealed the 
distinctive warmth and engagement that binds the 
Agnes Scott family across generations, and beyond 
our campus roles. 

On April 20 some 2,000 people (including a record- 
breaking number of Alumnae Weekend participants) 
gathered on campus for a splendid inauguration that 
combined the pageantry of a formal academic proces- 
sion with creativity and fun. That evening, a cross- 
generational mix of alumnae, faculty, staff, students 
and friends danced until midnight in Evans Hall. 

Very different emotions marked our campus com- 
memorations of the terrible tragedy at Virginia Tech, 
as our community gathered to share shock and grief. 
Hundreds of us signed an oversized handmade sym- 
pathy card that read, “Today we are all Hokies," to 
express solidarity with the Tech community. We 
mourned as victims’ names were read aloud at a can- 
dlelight vigil. And we reflected on the fragility of life 
and the terrifying darkness that can seize a human 
spirit, as we took comfort in the timeless wisdom of 
readings from Christian, Jewish and Muslim scripture. 

Twice this spring—as part of inauguration festivities 
and at our annual Community Day—the campus 
gathered to volunteer in our hometown. In April 
roughly 70 students, staff, faculty and local alumnae 
spent a Saturday on projects ranging from planting a 
fragrance garden at the Decatur Recreation Center to 
clearing invasive plants with Trees Atlanta to sorting 
clothes at Hagar's House. And in May almost 150 
staff, faculty and trustees rolled up their sleeves to 
paint, water trees, plant flowers, fill care packages for 
homeless families, visit elderly patients, work at an 
animal shelter and do other tasks to benefit our wider 
community. It was gratifying how much we accom- 
plished together in a few short hours. But many par- 
ticipants said what made the day truly special was the 
fellowship of working side by side with colleagues 
from different parts of campus. 

Finally, two occasions struck me as especially mean- 
ingful. Each, in a different way, embodied the best of 
the Agnes Scott spirit. On May 2, hundreds gathered 
in Gaines Chapel to celebrate the life of Mollie 
Merrick '57, who served her beloved alma mater for 
41 years in the dean of students office. Two weeks 
earlier, Mollie was given a standing ovation when she 
came to campus straight from her hospital bed to 
receive the Outstanding Alumna Award for Service to 
the College. At her memorial service, the crowd wore 
pink to honor Mollie's long struggle with breast can- 
cer; we celebrated her graciousness, know-how and 
boundless affection for generations of Agnes Scott 
students. 

As we looked back with love and gratitude at 
Mollie's life of service, we also gathered this spring to 
create our future. Many people—alumnae, trustees, 
parents, faculty, staff and students—have helped 
shape the college's new strategic plan, “Engaging a 
Wider World.” A summary appears in this issue of 
Main Events. A series of forums was held to allow com- 
munity input on drafts of the plan, but one particular 
discussion sticks in my mind. Seated around the circle 
was a cross-section of the campus community—staff 
from facilities and dining services, administrative 
assistants, lab technicians, administrators, faculty and 
students. Nearly everyone spoke up with questions, 
concerns and suggestions because they had important 
issues on their minds—living wage, fair trade, work- 
place accountability, transparency of college gover- 
nance and curricular innovation. They expressed their 
views with passion and eloquence. While not every- 
one agreed, everyone listened and learned. As | 
looked around the circle I felt overwhelming pride at 
the spirit of engagement. This was Agnes Scott at its 
best: in this together, bringing our talents, gifts and 
insights to shape a bold and inspiring vision for the 


college's future.

omen celebrating their 
50th and beyond col- 
lege reunions might 


create visions of ladies sipping tea 
and wearing white gloves, but not 
so at Agnes Scott. In honor of the 
50th and 60th anniversary of 
their graduation, the women of 
these classes dedicated their 
efforts to breaking all existing 
records for dollars raised and par- 
ticipation to the annual fund. 


The class of 1957 won the cov- 
eted Reunion Cup as well as the 
trophy for the highest dollar 
amount given to all funds. Class 
fund chair Margaret Hill Truesdale 
'57, class president Sis Burns 
Newsome ‘57, vice president 
Margaret Minter Hyatt '57 and 
their committee raised a record- 
breaking $244,584 for the annual 
fund and achieved 90 percent par- 
ticipation.

Class of 1958 Answers $100,000 Challenge with Enthusiasm 


ps the class that gave Agnes Scott the 
intrepid (and fictitious) traveling alumna 
Ramona Cartwright, the women of the class of 
1958 know how to have fun. 

But for their upcoming 50th reunion, they 
have a serious goal in mind. With the help of 
anonymous donors who have issued a chal- 
lenge, they are trying to raise $210,000 by their 
golden anniversary in the spring of 2008. 

Last November, the donors proposed that if 
the class could raise $110,000, they would 
answer by giving $100,000 to the college. 
While the class only has to raise the dollar 
amount to meet the challenge, they are also 
hoping for 80 percent participation.

"Several semesters ago 
Rosemary Dixon ‘04, Alicia Purvis 
‘04, Julia Slack ‘04, Terri Thomas 
‘05, Nekia Weber ‘04, and 
Courtney Wiley ‘04 were enrolled 
in Dr. Ayse Carden’s section of 
Psychology 400 (Research in 
Psychology: Social Psychology) 
Dr. Carden was unable to teach 
the class as she was, sadly, quite ill 


at the time, so | taught the class 
for her. Ayse had wanted to do a 
study on time perception, and we 
honored her interest in this sub- 
ject. We decided to study the 
effect of experience with comput- 
ers, instant messaging and nearly 
virtual access to all kinds of infor- 
mation on the Internet on time 
perception because we'd noticed 
that it seemed these devices had 
changed our awareness of the pas- 
sage of time. We found that those 
participants with a great deal of 
expertise and experience with 
computers and ‘instant access’ 
technologies made significantly 
fewer errors on a time estimation 
task than did less experienced par- 
ticipants. Dr. Carden passed away 
before we'd had a chance to finish 
our study and write it up for publi- 
cation. We all miss her and think 
of her often. She was the inspira- 
tion for this research project.”

Ross agreed there seems to be a 
growing tendency to use war and 
violence in conflict, personally 
and globally. 

“I'm not a turn the other cheek 
kind of girl,” Ross said. However, 
fighting for years for various caus- 
es has taught her “anger will eat 
you up before it ever reaches the 
person you're angry with.” 

Another form of forgiveness 
would be to address the vast dis- 
parity in the standard of living 
between developed nations and 
those struggling to overcome war 
or natural calamity. 

“Half the world lives on $2 or 
under a day,” Anderson pointed 
out. She had recently returned 
from a two-year assignment in 
Kenya. “We must focus on enact- 
ing the solutions that have been 
shown to work and voting for the 
people who will do it," Anderson 
said.

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Memorial Held in Gaines Chapel for Mollie Merrick '57 


n an early May 

afternoon, hundreds of 

women and men joined 
in a chorus of “God of the 
Marching Centuries’ that rose 
to the roof of Gaines Chapel. 

No one knows how many 
times Mollie Merrick '57, asso- 
ciate dean of students emerita, 
sang the college hymn—first as 
a student, and later during a 
41-year career at Agnes Scott. 
So it was a fitting conclusion to 
her May 2 memorial service, 
full of her friends’ recollections 
of “Mollie moments.” 

A slight woman with a 
bright smile, Merrick came to 
the college as a student and less 
than two years after graduation, 
she was hired by her alma 
mater; she never worked any- 
where else. She died Saturday, 
April 28, from complications 
from breast cancer. 

A native Floridian, Merrick 
loved travel and theater, said 
Gué Hudson, vice president for 
student life and community 
relations and dean of students. 
Merrick sometimes combined 
both in road trips to see several 
productions over a weekend. 
She also delighted in meeting 
and arranging the itineraries of 
some of the college's esteemed 
speakers who visited over the 
decades. Her home around the 
corner from campus included 
photographs with Alistair 
Cooke and Charles Kuralt. 

In her professional capacity, 
Merrick was known for her 
sage ability to plumb the per- 
sonalities of new students when 
matching up crucial first-year 
residence hall assignments. 

“Her intuition matched the 
most unlikely pairs ... who 
later became lifelong friends,” 
said Cheryl Granade Sullivan 
'70 at the memorial service. 
Merrick also had a prodigious 
memory, which earned her rep- 
utation as the college's great, 
unofficial historian. 

Nearly 50 years after her 
graduation, Merrick kept up 
closely with “her” Scotties’ aspi- 
rations. When the student 
newspaper, The Profile, under- 
went an overhaul in the past

few years, to 
Merrick always 
sent encourage- 
ment and “atta- 
girls’ to the stu- 
dent editors, said 
The Profile adviser 
Wendy 
Cromwell. 

Merrick was 
always among the 
first to renew her 
subscription every ¥jJ 
year. 

“When they 
were submitting 
their newspaper 
contest entry for 
the first time 
since the ‘90s, we 
needed one key 
issue, which we 
didn't have 
enough copies of. 
“The students 
called Mollie, 
who hand-deliv- 
ered the needed 
issue and some 
encouraging 
words,” 
Cromwell said. 

The Profile went on to win the 
“most-improved,” award in that 
years contest. 

But the ground rock beneath 
her curiosity and buoyancy was 
a deep faith and quiet habit of 
acting on her Christianity, said 
eulogist, The Rev. James D. 
Newsome. 

"Mollie's journey of faith was 
as profound and vital as any- 
one’s | know,” he said. 

“Her faith was not, ‘Do as | 
do'—it was ‘Let's explore the 
wonderful possibilities that 
God has created for us,” he 
said. 

While Merrick left no imme- 
diate survivors, generations of 
children will remember her if 
for no other reason, the 
Christmas stocking they pull 
out each year. 

“Mollie knit a Christmas 
stocking for each new child in 
her world,” Newsome said. He 
estimated there were more than 
200 Mollie originals in the 
Decatur area alone, including 
those of his grandchildren.

“Each one was fatter and 
wider than the last,” he said, 
noting this caused some debate 
and envy around the mantel at 
Christmas. “Those red, green 
and white wool stockings were 
a paradigm of Mollie herself ... 
and her enormous heart.” 

April and May are some of 
the campus’ busiest months, 
including the annual Alumnae 
Weekend, which fell the week 
before Mollie's death. 

"She was so glad to celebrate 
her 50" reunion,” Hudson 
said. As it turned out, Mollie 
accepted the award for 
Outstanding Alumna for 
Service to the College, albeit in 
a wheelchair. Hudson read her 
acceptance remarks. The cam- 
pus had earlier bestowed an 
unofficial award by naming the 
café in the Alston Campus 
Center, “Mollie's Grill.” 

Hudson, the last speaker at 
the memorial service, called 
Mollie the model for all who 
worked in the dean of students 
office. She thanked her long-

time friend and mentor “for let- 
ting me walk with her during 
her nine-year battle with this 
disease,” her voice breaking. “I 
learned a lot about faith, grace, 
organization and determina- 
tion.”

any days, Joy Carter ‘01 rises at 5 a.m. 

and doesn't sit down again for at least 

12 to 14 hours. But half days go fast, 
taking care of her patients in the transplant 
wing of Atlanta Piedmont Hospital. 

A biology major at Agnes Scott, Carter kept 
pushing academically after graduation; she 
earned her nursing degree in 2005 and was soon 
employed. 

Piedmont and Emory University Hospital 
are home to the only two liver transplant pro- 
grams in Georgia, she said. 

“There are many more people waiting for 
organ transplants than there are available 
organs,” says Carter. “It's not like on (the TV 
show) “House” when Dr. House needs an organ 
for a patient, he just walks down the hall to find 
a dying patient to harvest organs from. When a 
person gets sick enough they are evaluated for 
transplant surgery—a process that is very 
lengthy.” 

TV gets some things right, but a lot of things 
are compressed or created in the service of 
drama, she said. 

“While we do keep a quick pace, test results 
are not instantaneous like they are on ‘E.R.’ or 
‘House, Carter says. “All of the nurses pitch in, 
though, and help out with patients; it's a very 
tight-knit group.” 

Different organs arrive different ways, but 
Carter says surgeons often travel to pick up the 
organs themselves. 

“Other times, though, organs are shipped or 
flown to us,” she says. “Kidneys, for instance, 
usually show up on ice in a big brown box. We 
literally put the box onto the stretcher with the 
patient as they are taken into surgery.” 

While surgery time varies considerably, 
they're generally longer if patients receive 
more than one organ at a time. There may be 
other challenges, as well. 

"Pre-surgery complications include mis- 
matches in blood work or problems with organ 
procurement,” says Carter. “During surgery 


bleeding and difficult anatomy—especially for 


obese patients—can make the process more dif- 


ficult. After surgery, organ rejection is com- 
mon. Patients go on a strict regimen of anti- 


rejection medication.” 


Joy Carter says her work in the transplant wing is rewarding enough to justify 


tough hours and the demands of nursing school. 


Carter usually begins each day by prepping 
one or two patients for afternoon surgery. She 
also assesses patients and cares for those with 
complications. 

Although Carter knew she wanted a career 
in medicine, she said the skills and depth of 
knowledge required surprised her. 

“Nursing school was a lot harder than | 
thought it would be,” she says. “Although | 
learned how to study hard and speak well at 
Agnes Scott, I still found it to be very difficult.” 
She graduated from Georgia Baptist College of 
Nursing of Mercer University. 

Carter praises Sandra Bowden, professor 
emerita of biology, for guidance and support in 
finding her career. 


‘T've kept in touch 
with Dr. Bowden 
over the years,” says 
Carter. “She has 
always encouraged 
me to work hard and 
realize my goals.” 

With nurses in 
high demand, 
Carter could have 
gone anywhere. She 
chose Piedmont 
based on a friend's 
recommendation 
and has not been 
disappointed. 

"We all have to 
work together to 
make the process 
work,” she said. “I 
get to interact witha 
truly great group of 
people.” The unit 
has nearly doubled 
in size since she 
started, she adds. 

Satisfaction also 
comes from seeing 
the impact nurses 
can have on a 

patients care, and 
by extension, their 
life. 

“When | can tell 
that I've made a difference in someone's day, 
even if it's a small difference, | know my efforts 
were worth it,” she says. 

Despite a rigorous schedule, Carter has a 
simple but effective health principle that she 
applies daily: Take time to properly care for 
yourself. 

"Not only is it a good way to be an example 
to your patients, you'll feel a lot better and last 
a lot longer,” says Carter. “] recommend foot 
massages—they're great!”
